THE SECONDARY SCHOOL LIBRARY 
By W. W. Mason, Librarian, Hutt Valley Technical High School. 


[Mr. Mason is a successful teacher-librarian whose collection well repays a visit from anyone 
interested in library systems as applied to a school library.] 


“The provision of a good library is a 
duty at least as incumbent upon school 
authorities as the provision of a good 
laboratory.” 

This recommendation is now sixteen years 
old; and there are few who would oppose it. 
And yet overseas authorities tell us that in New 
Zealand school libraries, in the recognized ac- 
ceptance of the term do not exist. 

The fact that our secondary schools have 
existed for so long without such libraries is a 
silent condemnation of their teaching methods; 
and the present increased interest in the school 
library may be taken as a sign that cramming 
from a text-book will soon be universally re- 
placed by something better. 

In a school conducted purely on the text- 
book-cram system the library could do little 
more than supply light recreative reading. But 
any library for youth worthy of the name 
should provide also:— 


(a) A stimulus to serious thought and action; 
(6) Easily accessible information on a wide 


range of topics. 
A library which provides these demands 
skilled and control. R this, 


a number of school libraries have joined the 


New Zealand Library Association; and the ad- 
vantages of this step are many. 

In the first place, the Association’s library is 
available to members, with essential information 
on such matters as charging systems, classifica- 
tion, cataloguing, binding, and book-selection. 
The amount of time and money that can be 
saved in the latter alone by consulting authori- 
tative book-selection lists more than 
the subscription to the Association. And many 
of these reference books are so expensive as to 
be out of reach of many school libraries. In- 
formation of this kind can also be obtained from 
the pages of “New Zealand Libraries,” which is 
free to members, or by writing to one of the 
Association’s officers. 

The Association, too, is the only body which 
has attempted to gather detailed information on 
the state of school libraries in New Zealand; 
and it intends to follow this up with research 
into the special problems of the secondary 
school library.
